I he pope w hile finding him self un­ 
able to approve of the view s which go 
to make up “ Americanism” yet takes 
no exception to the name, aud observes 
that if the doctrines adverted to are 
not exalted there could be no doubt that 
the bishops of America would be the first 
to condemn them.

E ditor N ew s R e v ie w —In reply to 
an article in last evening’s issue of a 
downtown sheet, inspired by certain 
Aguinaldos, for it is a misleading state­ 
ment, allow me to give a few facts, in 
rebuttal, as it were.

W hat little the prisoners arc 
g iven is ex torted from the people in the 
towns in which tiicy are q uartered.

This telegram and a let 
ter from Sampson to Secretary Long 
asking the secretary to decide what ad 
vancement should be given to Schley 
without a recommendation from Ramp 
son are the only papers contained in the 
correspondence that had not been made 
public 
The telegram from Schley to 
Secretary Long was sent by the former 
without solicitation by the department 
It was a frank statement, that pleased 
the administration and had some effect 
in bringing about the decision of the 
navy department to recommend Schley’s 
advancement 
The telegram is dated 
Siboney, July IO, just one week after 
the naval battle off Santiago, and is as 
follows 
“ Feel some mortification that the 
newspaper accounts on July 6 have at 
tributed victory of July 8 almost en 
tirely to me. 
Victory was secured by 
the force under the command of the 
commander in chief north Atlantic sta­ 
tion, and to him the honor is due The 
end of the line held by the Brooklyn 
and the Vixen was heavily assailed, 
and they had the honor, with the Ore 
gon, of being in the battle from the 
beginning to the end. and I do not 
doubt for a moment that full and proper 
credit will be given all persons and all 
ships in the official report of the com 
bat ”

B a ltim o r e , Feb. 24.—The approved 
translation of the pope’s letter to Car­ 
dinal Gibbons, giving the papal views 
on “ Americanism” was made public 
public here. 
His holiness, commenting 
on tim controversy which has grown 
out of the Trench translation of the 
late Father Hecker, founder of the so­ 
ciety of Bautista, a distinctly American 
order, says the rule of life laid down 
for Bat holies by the vatican council is 
not of such a nature that it Cannot ac­ 
commodate it sell to the exigencies of 
various times and places. 
The church 
has at all tim* a been w hat St. Paul said 
of himself: 
“ I became all things to all 
men that I might save ail.” 
In regard 
to the wavs of living the church has 
been accustomed to so yield that the 
divine principles of morals being kept 
intact she has never neglected to ac­ 
commodate herself to the character and 
genius of the nations which siie em­ 
braces. 
But, continues the letter, in this pres­ 
ent matter there is great danger and 
manifest opposition to Catholic doctrine 
and discipline iu the opinion of lovers 
of novelty that allowances should be 
granted the faithful, each one to follow 
out m ore freely the leading of his own 
mind aud the trend of his own proper 
activity, 
bach reasoning is evidently 
faulty. 
No one should wish to depart 
from the infallible teaching authority 
of the church. 
The confounding of the 
license with liberty, the passion for dis­ 
cussing and pouring contempt upon any 
possible subject, the assuming right to 
hold whatever opinion tine pleases upon 
any subject and to set them forth in 
print to the world have so wrapped 
min is iu darkness that there is now 
a greater need of the church's tea filing 
office than ever before, lest people be­ 
com e unmindful both of conscience and 
of duty. 
The pope says that while he believes 
there was no thought of wrong or guile 
in the opinions of Father Hecker yet 
they certainly merit some degree of 
suspicion, and he proceeds to point out 
at length those opinions which he re­ 
gards us inimical to church authority 
aud as being heretical in spirit. 
Regardidg t he fact that the Paulists 
are not required to take any special 
vows, aud ihut they believe that tile re­ 
ligious life is either entirely useless or 
ot little service to the church, besides 
being injurious to the religious orders, 
the pope remarks that such “cannot be 
the opinion of any one who has read 
the annals of the church. 
Did not 
your country, the United States, derive 
tile beginnings both of faith and cul­ 
ture from tile children of these religious 
families ? 
To one of whom but very 
lately, a thing greatly to your praise, 
you have decreed that a statue be pub­ 
licly erected.” 
Further along, however, the pope 
says that if there be those who prefer to 
form a body without the obligation of 
vows, let them pursue such a oourse, 
nut let them be caret ul not to set such a 
state above the religious orders. 
He 
suggi st.' that those who teach Catholi­ 
cism as interpolated by Father Hecker 
be s t apart ny the authority of the 
bishops, fur he thinks there are many 
Americans who are separated from Ca- 
tholieism by ignorance, and who might 
be drawn to th© church if this truth 
were set before them rn a friendly aud 
familiar way. 
I he pope while finding himself un­ 
able to approve of the views which go 
to make up “Americanism1* yet takes 
no exception to the name, and observes 
that if the doctrines adverted to are 
not exalted there could be no doubt that 
the bi* hops of America would bathe first 
to condemn them. 
Otherwise, it would 
give rise to the suspicion that some of 
tne bishops would have tho church in 
Ann m a different from what it is in the 
rest of the world.

We refrain from making public the 
many silly acts committed by about 
three persons, whom the church hold 
responsible for these unpleasant neces­ 
sities, persons who have been connected 
with the church. 
Now let us say in conclusion that the

all persons holding membership in the 
church to come to the marriage feast on 
Lord’s day, March 5. and enjoy the

The church especially invites those who 
erred during the past year aud sorely 
grieved the elders, who have borne 
their intolerance as no other church 
would have done, to come and do as 400 
members are required to do. The church 
stands today, and may it be said for all.

Consul Andre Discusses the Phil­ 
ippine Situation. 


NOT 8U EPR ISE D BY THE CONFLICT. 


The I aim nr*: rn Im W ere the 
Aai/crea- 
sorw, Ile 6ar«-T hi»ka That t^iiinni- 
do and Hilt F ollow ers Cannot Hold 
Oat liiintc. 


Edward C. Andre, Belgian con en I at 
Manila, through whose intervention the 
bombardment of that city by the sqnad- 
roh of Admiral Dewey in Angust last 
was avoided and a practically peaceful 
surrender arranged, ha* arrived in New 
York. 
Ile readied San Francisco ten 
days ago and went direct to W ashing­ 
ton, where he had a long conference 
with President McKinley. Mr. Andre’s 
mission to tho United States is in fur 
tolerance of railway construction in the 
Philippine* 
He said to a New York 
Gun reporter 
“ I am not surprised that there has 
benn a conflict at Manila, for I have 
felt for many months that it could riot 
be avoided. 
The insurgents have been 
pressing in around the city and prepar­ 
ing for the attack. 
They did not ti rid 
the Americans unprepared, and the 
victory of the American troops was a 
notableone. I met General Otis several 
times and know that for months be 
was never off his guard 
I believe that 
he will at once follow up his advantage 
and fully crush the power of Aguinaldo 
General Otis and his officers have made 
a moat careful study of the island of 
Luzon and are in possession of all the 
information 
necessary for successful 
campaigning. 
I talked with Generals 
MacArthur and Anderson before I left 
Manila, and I was surprised by their 
familiarity with the country. 
I do not 
think there will he another big engage 
ment In the main valley of Luzon and 
look for the abandonment of Malolos by 
Aguinaldo 
He will, I think, take his 
troops into the mountains and take his 
chances in guerrilla warfare. 
“ Whatever he may do. however, I do 
not think that he can hold out longer 
than throe month* 
I ho leaders of the rebels are a few 
selfish, ambition* men. who care little 
for the welfare of the so called Philip 
pine republic and 
the poor natives 
whom they put up before the guns of 
the American force* 
These reckless 
leaders deceive the simple rnindod na 
lives by making them believe the bul 
lets aud shells of the enemy will not 
kill them lf they wear an amulet that 
they owl! ‘Anting A nting.’ 
This is a 
small Hacbet about three inches square 
with myHterious signs on it. 
This ex­ 
plains why ho many of the natives are 
killed in tim battles in which they par­ 
ticipate. 
They are rendered fanatical | 
aud stand before a raging Ara 
This, I 
believe, must have been the case with 
the 700 Ygorrotes who fought last Hat 
unlay night and Sunday 
rooming 
They left 500 dead on the field. 
After 
that I do not think that much remains 
of the story of the rebels who pretend 


to sppqtH 
humanity to prevent any 
further flatighter of Filipino* 
When 
any humane consideration has been 
shown to the disorderly element in the 
Philippines it has always been reward 
ed with treachery 
It is strange to hear men who de­ 
ceive their followers, make prisoners of 
priests end women and work and starve 
their ^prisoners of war talk about hu­ 
manity 
What little the prisoners are 
given is extorted from the people in the 
towns in which they are quartered. 
I 
may add that among the socalled Span 
ish prisoners are many men aud women 
born in th8 Philippic a who are treated 
as enemies. Aguinaldo has often shown 
more humanity than any other Philip 
pine leader, but he is not free to do 
as he wants 
himself 
He is really 
ruled by a little clique w'hose bravery 
is limited to the writing of eloquent 
proclamations. There are about a dozen 
of them, and not one of them has either 
money or property. They have nothing 
to lose by plunging the country into 
war. 
They are gentlemen of fortune 
who expect something to turn nj*, 
“ They wore once bought off by Gen­ 
eral Primo de Rivera, but America h a s 
other and better means than bribery to 
protect the peaceful 
Filipinos from 
these men, who are their real enemies. 
There are many prominent Filipinos 
and others who are ready to work for 
the entire civilization anil upbuilding 
of the country aud only await complete 
control by the United States. 
As soon 
as American policy is defined these men 
w ill at ouce labor to assure the native* 
that American rule is the quickest ave 
duo to an era of wealth and prosperity 
and will advise them to return to their 
avocations of pl ace. The possibilities of 
the Philippines ure tremendou* 
Lees 
than one-tenth of the island of Luzon is 
nuder cultivation, yet it produces nearly 
*40,000,OOO per year. 
That figure is 
higher than tho official reports aud sta­ 
tistics, but the latter are not accurate. 
W ith full agricultural, forest, mineral 
and industrial development I firmly be 
lieve the island would produce $800, 
000,000 a year. In the center of Luzon 
which is one-tin rd larger than Cuba 
there are immense valleys covered with 
luxuriant vegetation. 
“ The lack of transportation has kept 
the country buck, but I believe that 
that problem will be solved by Anteri* 


j r a n control 
I am preparing to incor- 
, porate a com pany to construct a rail- 
j way from the northern to the southern 
I extrem ity, with M anila as the common 
I center. 
Many years ago I m ade a care- 
| fill survey of the entire island and have 
maps and profiles for railw ay construc­ 
tion completed. They cover about 1,500 
miles of country. 
I have also prepared

This telegram and a let 
ter from Sampson to Secretary Long 
asking the secretary to decide what ad" 
vancement should be given to Schley 
without a recommendation from Samp­ 
son are the only papers contained in the 
correspondence that had not been made 
public 
The telegram from Schley to 
Secretary Long w’as sent by the former 
without solicitation by the department 
It was a frank statement, that pleased 
the administration and had some effect 
in bringing about the decision of the 
navy department to recommend Schley’s 
advancement 
The telegram is dated 
Si boney, July IO, just one week after 
the naval battle off Santiago, and is as 
follows

tribnted victory of July 8 almost en 
ti rely to me 
Victory was secured by 
the force nnder the command of the 
commander in chief north Atlantic sta­ 
tion, and to him the honor is doe The 
end of the line held by the Brooklyn 
and the Vixen was heavily assailed 
and they had the honor, with the Ore 
gon, of being in the battle from the 
beginning to the end. and I do not

The greatest copper strike ever made 
in ( ’dorado is reported from the north­ 
west corner of Montrose county, close 
to the Utah line, R. D. Gurley of Den 
ver has just returned from the scene of 
the discovery, bringing with him speci­ 
mens of copper ore running 70 to 80 per 
cent in the metal and 950 ounces of sil­ 
ver to the ton 
The rich strike was 
made on the property of a Michigan 
company on a new claim about two 
miles west of the Dolores river. 
In a 
short tim e after beginning work a vein 
seven feet in width was discovered, with 
a high grade streak four feet in width 
Teams were at once put to work to 
transport th" ore to the railway station 
at Placerville, 75 miles distant from 
Hie mine. Two carloads of this ore will 
soon be in Denver 
The annual m eeting of the P ortland 
old M ining com pany was recently 
held 
This company ow ns one of the 
great gold mines of the Cripple Creek 
d istrict 
The net profits were $1,890,- 
641.35 
The company paid $75,000 in 
dividends and $77,453 in new’ acquisi­ 
tions. 
Interest continues in Denver in the 
Isabella stock quotations. A speculator 
with some mathematical ingenuity has 
demonstrated that the company had de 
veloped enongh ore ground to keep its 
force busy for two years without seek­ 
ing further 
The ore produced while 
sinking the shaft from tho second to the 
ninth level was sufficient to pay all ex­ 
penses of development, pay off a debt 
and put money in the treasury. 
Georgetown, Colo., which since the 
mining revival has remained steadfast 
ly a silver prodncing camp, is now 
seeking publicity as a gold camp. 
The 
new* claim is based upon recent discov­ 
eries cf gold made on McClellan moan 
tain, where a new town site is shortly 
to be laid out 
A prospect called the 
Marietta has produced ore that runs 20 
onnce8 gold and 200 ounces silver, be­ 
sides 15 per cent copper. 
Saxon roonn 
fain is also showing some gold values 
The silver mines continue actively to 
produce the white m etal The cross cut 
between the Pelican and the Bismarck, 
which has been two years in making, 
has been finally completed, and good air 
is now available for the deep workings 
of both mine* 
The old Colorado Cen 
tral mine is now employing 800 miners, 
and a recently discovered new streak 
of high grade ore may bring this mine 
up to its former position 
About ten miles from Steamboat 
Springs and nearly on the top of the 
range is being developed a copper deposit 
of apparently unlimited extent 
It is 
known as the Yellow Creek camp 
Six 
men are driving a tunnel there this 
winter, and they have m n through 
what appears to be a ledge of more than 
IOO feet in thickness, carrying copper 
values the entire distance. 
Ten miles 
north of this property a Chicago com 
pany is developing a galena deposit, 
w’hich also carries copper in place* At 
Hahn s peak and in Whisky park cop 
per indications are found, but the best 
showing has been made in the Battle 
Lake district, just across in Wyoming.

NO DEMAND MADE.

P aths, Fab. 24.—Fright weather fa­ 
vored the drop oi tho curran ov r the 
-o ne of the < ruma of P .esideat Faure's 
life. 
i he garrison of Paris, numb* ring 
OO,OOO men. was on duty in t< e long 
thorougjfare L tweeu tne Elysee an i 
Notre Dame, and there were between 
the cathedral aud Pierre La Chaise, 
glittering helmets aud cuirasses aud 
martial uiu-de. 
File bourse, tile Bank of France, the 
public offices aud most of tile stores 
were closed aud many people were in 
the streets at the windows and on the 
house tops. 
Geueral Zurlinden, the military gov­ 
ernor, surrounded by his staff, led off 
the cortege. 
Hie three coffinless hearses followed 
and then came the funeral car, a most 
imposing veniole. 
Leading statesmen 
bore the pail. 
Then came the family, 
consisting of the president’s son-in-law, 
Berge; Oreiuer, his nephew, aud his 
business partner in the hides and leather 
trade and his two cousins. 
Madame and Mademoiselle Faure, 
who iiad been praying the greater part 
of tho night beside the remains, at­ 
tended mass at 8 o’clock in the chapel 
of the palace. They then retired to 
their apartments aud did not take part 
in the procession or in tho funeral cere­ 
monies, though they heard mass at 
noon in the chapel of the Elysee. 
Further along came President Loubet, 
accompanied by the acting president of 
the senate, M. Chaveuu, the premier, 
M. Dupuy, and the president of the 
chamber of 
deputies, M. Dcschauel. 
After them came the officers of the late 
president’s 
military 
household, 
the 
papal nuncio, Mgr. Clan, the members 
of the diplomatic corps and foreign 
missions, members of the senate and 
chamber of deputies and other delega­ 
tions from the army and navy, etc., tho 
council of state, the judges of the courts 
of cassation aud appeal and deputations 
from other public bodies. Troops inter­ 
spersed the procession. 
The casket was received at the door 
of the cathedral by the archpriest and 
the clergy of the parish and was boma 
to a catafalque in the interior of the 
building. 
Cardinal Richard sat facing President 
Loubet and the choir was tilled with 
archbishops, bishops and other prel­ 
ates.

In many ways the storm which began 
Saturday night and burst in all its 
fury Sunday morning was the roost t*-* 
markable New York has ever known 
not excepting tile blizzard of March 
I8 38 The snowfall since Saturday night 
was almost ms great as it was during 
the three days of the blizzard, and the 
maximum wind velocity was greater 
than it was at any tune during the 
memorable March days ll years ago 
In 
the m atter of low tem perature the pres­ 
ent storm surpassed all others. Not once 
during the 1888 blizzard did the m er­ 
cury get below zero 
During this storm 
it was below that point constantly dor 
ing the early morning hours 
Forecaster Emery, who spent most of 
Saturday and Sunday sending out w arn ­ 
ings to railroad and transportation com­ 
panies and to dealers in fm it and othei 
perishable goods, got down bis records 
Sunday and made some interesting com­ 
parisons between this storm and the 
1888 blizzard 
The snow’ began to fall 
in the blizzard at 12:10 on the morning 
of March 12 
It continued all day, the 
total fall being 16.5 inches. 
T he -now- 
stopped at 5 55 a rn on the lhth 
It 
began again at I 55 p. m. and continued 
to 7 05 p. rn., beginning again at 8 15 
p. iii and c ontinuing to 3:40 a rn en 
tho 11 til 
It began again at 6:25 a rn 
on the 14th and continued to 7-15 a 
rn. At 10:40 the same morning it start 
cd rip once more and continm -I until 
2:50 p. m 
T he fall on the Kith was 3 
inches, on tho 14th. 1.4 inches, making 
a total for the 1888 blizzard of 20.9 
inches. 
The tem perature during the blizzard 
was as follows 
March 12, maximum 
84.9 degrees above, minumnm 10.7 de 
green above, mean 22.8 degrees. March 
18. maximum 22.9 degrees above, m ini­ 
mum 4.8 degrees above, mean 13.8 de­ 
grees; March 14. maximum 40.9 de­ 
grees above, m inim um 
12.9 degrees 
above, mean 26.9 degrees. 
This shows 
that tho bulk of the snow-fall came en 
the first day of the blizzard, and that 
the lowest tem perature was on the sec­ 
ond day.
